Active shooter stops 


NECC affected by a 
shoot out less than a 
mile from Lawrence 


campus.

An active shooter stirred emo- 
tions and interrupted traffic on 
Tuesday, April 26, in Lawrence. 
The incident was officially 
reported via the Massachusetts 
State Police (MSP) Twitter ac- 
count at 12:45 p.m., which stat- 
ed, “MSP responding to assist 
w/reports of barricaded gunman 
in building on Melrose Street, 
Lawrence. @lawrencepolice is

primary agency.” 

MSP later tweeted, “Barricad- 
ed suspect armed w/a long gun 
16-18 Melrose St. Lawrence. 
Possible other persons in the 
building. Public (should) avoid 
area.” 

An alumna of NECC, who 
asked not be named, teaches first 
grade at Guilmette Elementary 
School, which had gone into a 
code red “heavy” lockdown be- 
cause of the shooter. 

The heavy lockdown meant 
that no one was allowed in or out 
of the building. With the lock- 
down, staff and students were 
told to “shelter-in-place” while 
the situation calmed down. After 


15 minutes, the lockdown was 
lowered to a “soft” lockdown. 
The soft lockdown allowed for 
activities to continue like a nor- 
mal school day just with the 
added restriction of no one being 
able to leave or enter the school. 

The alumna said, “It was 
hard not think about events like 
Sandy Hook in the throes of an 
active shooter being so close to 
our school. The staff was ex- 
tremely prepared and confident 
... (during the event) our prepa- 
rations and practices had really 
proved us prepared.” 

The street where the shooter 
barricaded himself, Melrose St., 
was within a mile of NECC”s

Continued from page | 
the Lawrence Police have an 
active shooter situation about one 
quarter of a mile from campus. 
The person is currently contained 
in a building and the police are 
saying the NECC Lawrence 
campus does not have to go to 
lockdown. Gene Hatem, Chief 
of Public Safety for NECC, is 
in contact with Lawrence Police 
and is monitoring the situation 
closely. We advise avoiding the 
area around Melrose Street, Wa- 
ter Street and Hancock Street in 
Lawrence until the situation is 
over. Police do have the area cor- 
doned off.” 
Some students report getting 
the emails at different times, 
some said they came in around 


3 p.m. and others getting them 
shortly after. 

There were also timeline dif- 
ferences in the various reports 
circulating about the shooting. 

When Observer staff members 
called security to find out what to 
tell their fellow students, Lt. Dan 
Tirone reported, “Everything is 
fine. It’s under control.” 

Tirone reiterated that Gene 
Hatem was in contact with Law- 
rence police and that students 
would be informed if their safe- 
ty was a concern. No such up- 
date was necessary as the stand- 
off didn’t spill over into the 
surrounding areas. 

Around 4 p.m. on Tuesday af- 
ternoon, Lawrence Police Chief 
James Fitzpatrick said, “Suspect

Raymond Florent, a resident of Merrimac, who is graduating 
from Northern Essex Community College with an associate degree 
in elementary education, has been selected as the student speaker 
for the college’s 54th Annual Commencement Exercises, which 
will be held on Saturday, May 21, on the Haverhill campus. 

Born and raised in Haverhill, Florent is a 1999 graduate of 
Haverhill High School. He trained as a welder and was making a 
respectable living when a workplace injury sidelined him. Unable 
to return to the physical demands of a welding position, he accept- 
ed part-time work at an area amusement park designing sets and 
dressing as a cast member. He enjoyed the work, but realized it 
wasn’t a sustainable career. 

Using his imagination, Florent saw himself blending his cre- 
ativity with working with children. The seed for becoming an 
Sc teacher was planted. In 2013 he enrolled in Northern 
Essex’s Elementary Education program. 

Initially, he saw Northern Essex as a means to an end. He 
would attend classes, graduate, and transfer into a four-year pro- 
gram. He couldn’t imagine socializing with traditional students, yet 
they gravitated toward this funny, smart, and charismatic teacher 
-in-training. Soon, he was elected a student senator; he participated 
in the student leadership program; became a member of Phi Theta 
Kappa, the community college honor society, and Psi Beta; joined 
the Pathways to Career and Academic Excellence (PACE) Program; 
joined the NECC Judicial Review Board, and volunteered for a 
number of local organizations including Emmaus House, Lazarus 
House, Cor Unum, the Community Outreach Group (COG), and 
local veterans’ charities. He is also a work study student in NECC’s 
Sport & Fitness Center. 

“Coming here I found a passion for education that I never had 
before,” Florent says. “It was so welcoming that I couldn’t get 
enough.” 

Last fall, the PACE staff nominated Florent for the Massachu- 
setts Educational Opportunity Association Scholarship Award. He 
was one of just five recipients to receive the award. 

Florent will graduate in May with a near perfect GPA. He in- 
tends to transfer to either Merrimack College or Salem State Uni- 
versity where he will work toward his bachelor’s degree im edu- 
cation.

Edi- 
tor-in-chief Kim Whiting, News 
Editor Kelly Schwing, Arts and 
Entertainment Editor Rebecca 
Westerman, and Campus Life 
Editor Chad Gorham are all pur- 
suing their future goals either at 
new jobs or new colleges in the 
fall of 2016. 

Editor-in-chief Kim Whiting 
is planning to spend the next 
two years working on getting her 
bachelor’s degree from UMass 
Amherst’s University Without 
Walls program in Journalism 
and Social Justice. She plans to 
continue doing freelance work. 
Currently, she is doing freelance 
writing for the Daily News of 
Newburyport and also freelance 
photography. 

This summer, she intends to 
create her own personal “brand” 
by making a website for her work 
and getting business cards printed 
up. 
“T plan to really work to estab- 
lish myself as a professional pho- 

tographer and writer,” she said. 

Working on the Observer has 
been a life changing experience 
for Whiting. Before joining the 
Observer staff, she never felt en- 

tirely sure of what exactly she 
wanted to do. She wanted to do 
a little bit of everything with no 
clear direction of what to focus 
on. 

When she came to NECC, 
she signed up as a Writing Op- 
tion major. She took a journal- 
ism class and loved it. Whiting 
realized that through journalistic 
writing, she would have the op- 
portunity to advocate for what 
she was passionate about and be 
a voice for those who had none. 

“It gave me an ‘aha!’ moment 
where I realized — ‘why haven’t I 
always been on this path?’” she 
said. 

She signed up to be a jour- 
nalism major the following year. 
She will be graduating this May 
with her journalism degree in ad- 
dition to the degree she received 
for the Writing Option. 

UWW will give Whiting the 
freedom to “hone” her own de- 
gree, choose her own major and 
tailor her classes to her degree. 

“T never would have even 
known what I might want to 
take or been able to have a clear 
enough focus if I hadn’t taken the 
time to commit to the Observer 
and really get a taste for the full 
cycle of getting the interviews and 
pictures,” she said. “You learn so 
much by doing. If you just jump 
in and get a degree without doing 
the job, you’re never really sure if 
you’re wasting your time.” 


The Observer allowed Whit- 
ing to challenge and find herself. 
Her first year of working as the 
Arts and Entertainment made 
her love journalism. When ad- 
junct journalism instructor and 
Observer faculty adviser Mary 
Jo Shafer encouraged her to be- 
come the editor-in-chief, she was 
reluctant at first as she never saw 
herself as someone who could be 
a leader. 

“She saw something in me that 
I wasn’t aware of at the time. It’s 
really changed my attitude about 
myself by encountering an ob- 
stacle and rising to the challenge 
and overcoming that obstacle. 
That’s how you build self-es- 
teem. When the next obstacle 
comes along, you know you can 
handle it,” she said. 

Being the leader of the Ob- 
server for Whiting made her 
much more aware of the chal- 
lenges that could and did arise. 
Suddenly, she saw and became 
responsible for overcoming all 
of the challenges rather than just 
individual ones as an editor may 
experience when they are work- 
ing on just their page. 

Her advice to journalism ma- 
jors considering joining the Ob- 
server staff is to not be afraid to 
take challenges; “don’t be afraid 
of being bad at something. Try it 
anyways,” she said. 

“The world does not expect 
you to be as perfect as you expect 
yourself to be. It’s totally OK to 
start out small. Don’t ever shy 
away from something that you 
think you might be interested in 
because you’re afraid of being 
bad at it.” 

Kelly Schwing is a 22-year 
old journalism major at NECC. 
She joined the Observer staff in 
fall of 2015 and moved straight 
into the news editor position. 
Originally, she applied for a staff 
writer position but editor-in-chief 
Kim Whiting and copy editor 
Jowi Meli had a different idea for 
Schwing. 

They said that they needed her 
to be the news editor because they 
knew she wasn’t afraid to ask the 
hard questions and to dig for an- 
swers. Whiting told her that they 
needed someone like that on staff 
in more than just a staff writer’s 
position, so she accepted their 
offer. 

“That was a really large com- 
pliment for me because they had 
only seen what I could do in 
class,” she said. 

With graduation coming up on 
May 21, Schwing has been wait- 
ing and anticipating to hear back 
from the schools she’s applied to 
so she can continue to pursue her 
bachelor’s in journalism. Her ul- 
timate goal is to get into Boston 
University and continue to excel 
there as she has at NECC. 

Recently, Schwing has found 
the transfer process to be some- 
what hectic. She’s not sure what 
she is doing yet since she has had 
some difficulty with getting her 
high school to transfer her tran- 


scripts to the colleges she has ap- 
plied to. 

“Tt’s a lot more work than if 
I had gone from high school to 
college because in high school 
you have a high school work load 
and generally aren’t working 30 
hours a week on top of having to 
transfer,” she said. 

Although she is worried about 
where she’ II be in the fall, she has 
been offered jobs at local news- 
papers. 

“Worse comes to worse, I’ll 
just be in the workforce until I 
can continue my education,” she 
said. 

She plans to continue to work 
on her writing and get more of 
her work published as a hard hit- 
ting news journalist so that she 
can go into a 4-year school with 
even more than what she has now, 
which is a “substantial amount.” 

Schwing started out just writ- 
ing for her journalism classes. 
She remembered that her first 
story was on Real Women Have 
Curves, which was a stage read- 
ing that the Top Notch Players 
put on at NECC. That was how 
she found out that the Observer 
existed; Shafer asked her if she 
had seen her story printed in the 
newspaper. 

“Tt was just such an intoxicat- 
ing moment. To go from that and 
move into a staff position — it just 
made everything make sense,” 
she said. It was what made her 
realize: “I belong here and this is 
what I need to be doing with my 
life.” 

She noted how working on the 
Observer has been a great real 
life experience. It offers students 
the opportunity to be able to work 
with real sources, get practice 
writing in the journalistic style 
and work with the publishing 
software InDesign. Any prospec- 
tive editor, journalist, or publish- 
er has to start out somewhere and 
work their way up. The Observer 
offers students the opportunity to 
explore what they want to do and 
the resources and help to enhance 
their skills. 

“The Observer is like the best 
internship in the world without 
having to pay for a class,” she 
said. “It’s helped me with my 
confidence, my writing and just 
the overall skillset that a journal- 
ist needs to have.” 

As a news editor, a lot of 
Schwing’s stories have led to 
some controversy. Her first front 
page story was on the last is- 
sue of the spring 2015 semester. 
What she wrote about the park- 
ing policy sparked controversial 
responses from readers. Rather 
than deterring Schwing, it made 
her even more motivated to join 
staff and continue to write about 
controversial things. 

“Mary Jo would always say 
that if you get a reaction, you’ve 
hit a vein, and keep going,” she 
said. Schwing noted that Shafer 
always encourages her students to 
keep digging and that she would 
back them up as long as they fol-

lowed journalism ethics. 

“Again, we’re just journalists, 
doing our job,” Schwing said. 

Rebecca Westerman is gradu- 
ating with her associate’s degree 
in Journalism and Philosophy. 
She has been applying for full 
time jobs closer to Boston. 

So far, she’s had two job offers 
using her Communications de- 
gree. She noted that the fact that 
she was on a college publication 
in addition to doing an internship 
helped her with prospective job 
opportunities. 

Her goal is to work towards 
her bachelor’s degree at either 
UMass Lowell or UMass Boston 
to take advantage of Mass Trans- 
fer benefits. 

“It’s the cheapest and best 
option for me because money is 
tight right now,” she said. She’s 
excited to have her first “real 
adult job” and make that transi- 
tion from being a “broke college 
student.” 

She has gone on two inter- 
views so far. One of the jobs 
would be in customer service for 
a family owned company. Basi- 
cally, she would track orders and 
make sure everyone is happy and 
if something was wrong it would 
be her responsibility to absolve 
the situation. The job would in- 
volve a lot of writing and inter- 
personal communications skills 
which she has had to use during 
her time working on the Observ- 
er. She has gained two years of 
experience with conducting inter- 
views, talking to people, writing 
to people, and writing about peo- 
ple. 

‘I’ve definitely gotten a lot 
of experience here that I can use 
in the real world which is what 
I wanted. It’s what everybody 
should get out of going to col- 
lege,” she said. 

The other job, which Wester- 
man is really excited about, is a 
community specialist position in 
Somerville. 

“At this job, 1 would be the 
face of the company. When peo- 
ple walk in, whether it be new 
members or existing members, I 
would be showing people around 
and showing them where to go as 
well as answering questions.” 

Westerman recommends that 
journalism students consider the 
importance of developing their 
communication skills in addition 
to their writing skills since many 
jobs require proficiency in both. 

“Whether it be public relations 
or customer service, you have to 
be able to effectively communi- 
cate with people. If you want to 
be a writer or reporter, working 
on the Observer offers the oppor- 
tunity to get experience ... You 
have people here that can help 
you and make sure that your 
product is the best it can be be- 
fore it gets printed.” 

Although the jobs are en- 
try-level positions, they are the 
first step for her to becoming 
a working professional after 
school. 


She came to NECC feeling un- 
enthusiastic about pursuing a de- 
gree. Her main motivation to go 
was that she felt like she had to 
do it and she also wanted to make 
her parents happy. 

As she continued to attend 
NECC, she started to really like 
it. She took a journalism class on 
a whim as she was trying to ex- 
plore new things. When her sec- 
ond story for the class got pub- 
lished, she was extremely excited 
to see her name in the byline in 
the paper. 

She began to view the class as 
a competition where she wanted 
her stories to get in the paper each 
week. Westerman started to get 
published more and more. Even- 
tually, Shafer approached her 
and asked if she’d be interested 
in joining the newspaper, which 
she quickly responded to with a 
“yes.” In the fall of 2014 she be- 
came the Features Editor. 

“The scholarship is great and 
you get so much experience,” 
she said. “I can put InDesign on 
my resume and put my stories as 
samples of writing in a portfolio 
for applications. I can refer to the 
Observer and it’s an award-win- 
ning paper. It’s credible and it’s a 
good work experience,” she said. 

In the fall of 2015, she wanted 
to try something new so she be- 
came the Arts and Entertainment 
editor. There are many creative 
things happening at NECC that 
a lot of people don’t even know 
about. Westerman considered it 
a privilege to get to go and write 
about the artistic and creative 
side of the college. 

“Overall, I will look back very 
fondly on my time here,” she 
said. 

Chad Gorham graduated last 
year with his associate’s in Jour- 
nalism and will be receiving his 
associate’s in Writing this spring. 
He is going to be transferring to 
Fitchburg Stage University to 
study Media Studies, Film and 
Video. This will be Gorham’s 
first summer free of classes in 
about three years. 

“Being on the Observer from 
2013-2016 gave me the confi- 
dence to walk up to people. My 
writing has also improved great- 
ly,” he said. Although he always 
knew he was a good writer, he 
was able to enhance his skills 
while writing in journalistic style. 

Gorham wrote as the news 
editor from 2013 to 2015 and 
the campus life editor from 2015 
through the spring of 2016. 

The opportunity to write on 
diverse topics has helped him to 
be “a bit more creative in a field 
where creativity is thrown out the 
window.” 

He advises prospective staff 
members to get involved with 
the Observer. Not only does the 
experience let you grow academi- 
cally, he said, but also personally. 

“Get your stories in early and 
remember you are the voice of 
the students. Let their voices 
shine through in your writing.”

This was the last production that 
was held in the Theater before 
renovations that will be taking 
place in the Spurk building. The 
student-directed one-acts showed 
a tremendous amount of talent on 
both the student directors behind 
the scenes, as well as the actors 
and actresses who brought them 
to life. 

“10 Minute Tales” began with 
an act called “The Other Side,” 
directed by Sarah Durning. The 
act featured a supernatural feel, 
with The Dropper, a character 
acting somewhat like an angel 
to Johnny, a luckless man who 
doesn’t see things coming even 
when dropped right on his head. 
The character of Merci acts as an- 
other failed endeavor for Johnny, 
who despite the multiple and in- 


sistent warnings from The Drop- 
per, continues to make the same 
mistake. The Dropper was played 
by Hunter Gouldthorpe, Johnny 
played by Ben Joyall and Merci 
played by Katie Formosi. 

The next act, “Together,” di- 
rected by Abigail Seabrook fea- 
tured the characters of Trina, 
played by Caitlin Kennedy and 
Mira, played by Tarah MacGre- 
gor. The act had a haunting tale 
of Trina, who didn’t know where 
she was or what happened when 
she was waiting in the woods, all 
bruised and bloody from getting 
into a physical fight with her boy- 
friend. She meets Mira, who con- 
tinues to tell her that they were 
together the entire time, and fills 
in Trina’s gaps in memory. As the 
act continues, the audience real- 
izes Mira is a reflection of Trina’s 
consciousness and that she has 
herself, to rely on. 

The next two acts, called “The 
Birthday Knife,” directed by E. P. 
Lehner, and “Beer Girl,” direct- 
ed by Sarah Bird, which featured 
two very comic acts, the first one 
celebrating Vanessa’s (played by 
Formosi) birthday and a creepy 
super fan of her news show, or 
so she thought coming inside to 
freak her out. 

After she stabs him with a 
knife, she discovers it was her 


best friend’s new boyfriend 
simply pranking her. The oth- 
er act was a funny sketch with 
main character Bob (played by 
Gouldthorpe) having an emo- 
tional attachment to Beer Girl 
(played by Abigail Seabrook) , 
his own creation made from his 
many empty beer cans. His ex 
girlfriend Flo (played by Natalie 
Scott) comes to the scene to be- 
rate him, and Beer Girl comes to 
life. The quirky act ends with the 
couple getting back together. 

“Inheriting Cleo,” directed by 
Jon Gray, was a somber yet comi- 
cal act featuring a man (Christian 
Doyle) and woman (Erika Tejeda) 
at a funeral parlor, bonding over 
the fact that they both hadn’t re- 
ally known the ‘loved ones’ they 
were attending the service for. 

The man had inherited a lot of 
money from the dead relative as a 
sort of joke on the rest of the fam- 
ily, which added entertainment to 
the whole act. 

“Bench Seat,” directed by 
Christian Doyle, was a highly 
entertaining act with Hannah 
Heckman-McKenna playing an 
insecure girlfriend who is ac- 
cusatory to her boyfriend (Nate 
Joyall) for taking her to the same 
spot a previous lover had broken 
up with her. She gets increasingly 
agitated and suspectful of him as 
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the act goes on, 
and then nuz- 
zles into him 
as he trembles 
in fear of her 
craziness as the 
lights go out.

The 8th annual Peace Poetry 
contest reading took place in the 
Technology Center on the eve- 
ning of May 6. Students from 
many different middle schools 
and high schools walked to the 
front to read their masterful po- 
ems advocating for peace, and 
explaining what peace meant to 
them. Every year, this event takes 
place as a contest for students 
and adults all over the Merrimack 


Valley to hone their poetic writ- 
ing skills. 

The keynote speaker for the 
event was Diannely Antigua, who 
had some inspiring words for the 
young writers. 

“You have started a great jour- 
ney. Today we are the children 
of words. You are the next gen- 
eration of poets to be raised by 
words,” said Antigua. 

She proceeded with a story 
of her childhood, and how she 
learned to write about the things 
she felt but could not say. This 


led her to a deep appreciation of 


poetry.“I found a place for (feel- 
ings) in poetry. Poetry became a 
voice for me when I didn’t feel as 
though I had one. Poetry spoke 


for me in a voice of metaphors 
and similes, alliteration, person- 
ification: all the things I didn’t 
know I was doing with words but 
was somehow doing them any- 
way,” said Antigua. 

She went on to read one of 
her poems titled “Another rice 
and beans story,” originally pub- 
lished in UMass Lowell’s literary 
magazine, “The Offering.” She 
highlighted how she views art as 
a responsibility to the creativity 
and ingenuity of the world as an 
expression of one’s many selves 
and how it is for everyone.“If I 
believe in nothing else, I believe 
in poetry. I believe that the nine- 
year old girl, the 16 year-old girl, 
and now the 26 year-old woman 


standing before you needed and 
still needs poetry,” said Antigua. 

Parents and teachers watched 
proudly as their pupils displayed 
their hard work, reading the po- 
ems and shaking the hand of Pro- 
fessor Stephen Mathis, who is the 
head of the English department 
here at NECC. 

The insight of a child, from a 
different, more innocent perspec- 
tive, is part of what makes this 
contest so magical. A child can 
see peace as a more simple con- 
cept, and one adults often forget 
with so many world issues sur- 
rounding them. 

Some of the poems were sim- 
ple in their nature, but with a last- 
ing impact and others more in- 


depth, going into serious issues 
of the world. 

One example of this was a 
poem by Finn Stinson, a sec- 
ond-grader at Sparhawk School 
of Amesbury. 

He received special recogni- 
tion for his work.
